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Tractor Ride Honors Old Friend

A spectacle of shiny, colorful tractors enlivened 
the backroads of Rochester last Saturday, June 25. On that 
particularly gray and gloomy morning, about 28 tractors 
spent three hours humming along the country roads to 
the delight of local residents who looked on from the 
sidelines. 

"It went very well. . . It looked like it was going to 
rain but it never did. Everyone seemed to enjoy it,'' said 
Slim (Conrad) Bernier. 

The event took place to honor the late Joe 
Monteiro, a longtime friend of Mr. Bernier who shared a 
passion for antique tractors. The tractor pull took place 
near the five-year anniversary of his passing, but Mr. 
Bernier said that he hopes the memorial ride ignites a new 
tradition for many years to come. 

From behind the tractors' steering wheels, riders 
young and old beamed as they enjoyed a slow-paced 
14-mile long ride in town. The oldest tractor was a 
FARM ALL 1930s model, which rode aside other tractors 
originally built in the 1940s and 1950s - along with newer 
models. "Most of [the riders] enjoyed it. It's a way of 
seeing the town because you are going so much slower. 
You recognize so many of the people [watching from the 
sidelines], and you learn where they live!" Mr. Bernier

Civil War Exhibit to Open 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

Every summer, the Mattapoisett Historical 
Museum opens its doors to engage the public with local 
artifacts that have survived through the decades to tell a 
story. 

This year, the Mattapoisett Historical Museum 
summer exhibit is focusing on local life during the Civil 
War. A kick-off celebration will take place from 5:30 pm 
to 7:00 pm on Thursday, June 30 - with the new summer 
hours beginning on July 1 from 1:00 to 4:00 pm from 
Wednesday through Saturday. 

The Mattapoisett Historical Museum's exhibit 
will include several items on display, including uniforms, 
swords, handcuffs, old pictures and newspaper clippings 
from the Civil War period, according to museum 
president Seth Mendell. 

"We're not talking about much over 1,000 
people,'' Mr. Mendell said of the population of Civil- war 
era Mattapoisett. He said about 150 years ago, the harbor 
was active with shipbuilding - in fact it was at its peak 
production - but it was soon after the Civil War that the 
whaling industry was on its demise. "A great source of 
income had evaporated. . . If it hadn't been for the influx 
of summer folk, who knows what would have happened 
to Mattapoisett," Mr. Mendell said. 

Mattapoisett also faced a number of political 
changes that swept the local scene just prior to the Civil 
War. "There was activity going on by the village fathers to 
separate from Rochester. There had been a lot of political 
activity for some time, but it wasn't until 1857 that it was 
finally allowed, when it was documented in Plymouth,"

he said. 

Mr. Mendell said that the first true Mattapoisett 
town meeting took place in 1857 at the Purrington Hall 
on present-day Water Street, which at the time had 
just newly been built. It was torn down decades later, 
Mr. Mendell said. (On a side note, Mr. Mendell is a 
descendent of the Purrington family). Also, Mr. Mendell 
described a time when present day Church Street was a 
center of activity as many churches - including the Baptist 
and Universal churches - dotted the street. 

To supplement the exhibit, Mr. Mendell also will 
lecture on the life and times of Mattapoisett circa 1860 at 
the Mattapoisett Free Public Library on August 4. 

The Clifford Ashley mural - a 6-by-16 chart of 
local waters painted in 1919 - was recently restored and 
also will be on display. A special event for the mural is 
scheduled for July 31.

His mother, Terri 
Villa, said that he separated and fractured his shoulder 
after a crash during an earlier league competition, which 
nearly jeopardized his chances to compete this summer. 

"There were still five or six laps left, but he held 
his arm in, and finished the race," Ms. Villa said, recalling 
an incident that was particularly hard to watch as a 
mother.

Lighthouse to Undergo Renovations

Mattapoisett's famous landmark, Ned's Point 
Lighthouse, soon will undergo a round of extensive reno- 
vations, according to volunteer keeper Bert Theriault of 
the U.S. Coast Guard Auxiliary, Flotilla 67. 

The white and majestic 1838 lighthouse, which 
attracts visitors near and far to the northern tip of the 
Mattapoisett harbor, will be covered in scaffolding some- 
time in mid-July to accommodate the structural work. Mr. 
Theriault did not know how long the work would take, 
however he said the Coast Guard Auxiliary specifically 
will focus on restoring the tower of the 39-foot structure, 
he said. 

"The skin on the outside will have to come off, 
as there are some cracks in the wall itself," Mr. Theri- 
ault said, who said plans have been pending for some 
time. Deck work improvements also "are in the works," 
although Mr. Theriault was not sure if they would take 
place during this round of renovations. 

The volunteer keeper said that he sent photos of 
the lighthouse to the Engineering Division of the Coast 
Guard at Woods Hole earlier this year, and auxiliary 
members from the Portland, Maine unit would coordinate 
the work. 

The upcoming renovations follow a series of 
improvements that the Coast Guard has undertaken for 
the lighthouse since it formally adopted the landmark in 
1993. Auxiliary members renovated the lighthouse exten-

sively in the mid 1990s, and again in the early 2000s. 

The lighthouse originally was built thanks to 
Massachusetts Congressman and Former President John 
Quincy Adams, who encouraged Congress to appropri- 
ate $5,000 in 1837 for its construction. The structure first 
lighted the skies in March 1838. 

Ned's Point lighthouse was decommissioned 
in 1952, and six years later everything except the tower 
was sold to the Town of Mattapoisett. Around that time, 
a park was developed around the lighthouse - which re- 
mains a favored destination spot today for its open green 
grass area well suited to kite flying and small beach.

and add a single-story addition to the south wing, 
and landscaping improvements. Kevin Forgue, GAF 
Engineering represented the applicant and said that the 
project would be done in three phases starting with the 
single story addition on the south side.

tion in a request from aquaculture applicant Jim O'Dowd 
to expedite the approval of a proposed water farm at a 
regular meeting on June 28, 2011. 

In the appointment with Mr. O'Dowd, the Board 
convened in front of a crowded room to discuss a location 
change for his aquaculture application, which is currently 
on hold until the Marine Advisory Board (MAB) comes 
back with a list of viable aquaculture areas for Mattapoi- 
sett, as outlined in the Harbor Management Plan. At a 
previous meeting, the Board had decided to put a morato- 
rium on aquaculture applications until aquaculture rules 
and regulations were drafted to streamline the application 
process.

preached the Board about the possibility of having the 
MAB prioritize Nasketucket Bay as an approved aquacul- 
ture area, so he could go forward with his altered project, 
slated for the backside of Nasketucket. According to Mr. 
O'Dowd, his new location proposal would adhere to the 
controversial "one-fathom rule" proposal, which could 
require new aquaculture farms to be located in water 
depths of at least six feet. 

"Does anyone see any problems with that loca- 
tion?" Mr. O'Dowd asked the Board. 

The Board members said that they would have 
to wait to receive the full outlined aquaculture areas from 
the MAB before they would be able to go forward with 
any application. 

When asked to comment on Mr. O'Dowd's new 
proposed location. Selectman Tyler Macallister said, "The 
state of Massachusetts is your primary abutter, so you do 
have that. . . it has potential." 

But Selectman Jordan Collyer remained steadfast 
in his decision to wait for a decision rendered from MAB. 
"Until that process is done, I wouldn't take any action," 
he said, refraining to comment on the proposed location 
change. 

"This is only a preliminary approval," Mr. 
O'Dowd said, noting that he would still need to go 
forward with permits and state-level approval from the 
Division of Marine Fisheries before he would have to go 
before the Board of Selectmen again for final approval. "[I 
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have to] go forward with this. For the past two years, I've 
been stalled at this level/' he said. 

"Until the rules are in place, I just can't render a 
decision," Selectman Collyer repeated. He said that the 
MAB was currently on track to render a final report in 
late August, and if Mr. O'Dowd's proposed location was 
included in the approved sites, they would be able to 
schedule public hearings at that time. 

In an appointment with Allen Decker and Bren- 
dan Annett of the Coalition for Buzzard's Bay, the Board 
heard updates on land acquisition in the North Woods 
area of town. Funding for the acquisition had been ap- 
proved and allocated from Community Preservation Act 
funds at the 2011 annual town meeting, and Mr. Decker 
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projected that the tow^n would be closing on the parcel in 
mid-July. The parcel has scenic vistas of the Mattapoisett 
River and w^ill be open to recreational use, like trail walk- 
ing, he said. 

The Board voted to sign the purchase and sale 
agreement, and to accept the deed. 

The Coalition representatives also gave an over- 
view of a larger, long-term land acquisition project for the 
Nasketucket Bay area. Mr. Annett described the 400-acre 
parcel, which would encompass land in Mattapoisett and 
Fairhaven, as an ''ambitious project'' that would preserve 
farmland, double the size of the reservation, and provide 
an easement to the bike path. 263 of the acres would be 
located in Mattapoisett. 

"It's $ 6 million," said Mr. Annett. "I think there 
is some sticker shock there," he admitted, but he said that 
the Coalition would seek to finance about half of the total 
from the federal government through grants from Na- 
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) 
and the U.S. Department of Agriculture. Additionally, 
they would seek money from the state park commission. 
Mr. Annett estimated that Mattapoisett would have to col- 
laborate with Fairhaven to come up with a total of about 
$750,000 for their part in the land acquisition. 

"We don't see that we can do it without coopera- 
tion from [Mattapoisett and Fairhaven]," said Mr. Annett, 
who asked the Board for a letter of support before going 
ahead to NOAA for consideration in the project. Since 
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there is a lot of competition for the NOAA grant, Mr. An- 
nett said that the Nasketucket application would have to 
rank high in NOAA's priorities for funding if they were 
going to proceed with an estimated land acquisition date 
of December 2013. 

"I think it's a good idea/' said Selectman Col- 
Iyer. The Board voted to send a letter of support in favor 
of the conservation land acquisition. Mr. Annett noted 
that Fairhaven had also signed a letter of approval for the 
project.

future grants. 

The home business bylaw would remove current 
rules that essentially list which professions are allowed in 
private homes, and add new rules that apply across the 
board to all types of home-run businesses. 

At the meeting, the board spent some time edit- 
ing preliminary bylaw language. The board agreed to 
allow business-related accessory structures up to 1,000 
square feet. Language that capped square footage at 675 
feet for structures holding animals, and 875 square feet for 
guest homes, was removed so that all structures would 
follow the 1,000 square-foot rule. 

Town Planner John Charbonneau suggested put- 
ting a limit on the percentage of square footage dedicated 
to an in-home business endeavor to 22 to 33 percent, 
although no consensus was reached on that matter. 

The board also looked at rules governing road- 
side stands, which under the rules, must be 15 feet away 
from the side or lot line. Some confusion arose as to where 
the lot line begins, as a town typically owns the land 25 
feet from the center of the road. Board member Susan 
Peterson noted that this distance would render many 
existing roadside stands out of compliance. 

Roadside stands that are under 150 square feet 
would not require special permitting - and all accessory 
structures could not exceed height of principle structure 
without a special waiver. Any stand over 675 square 
feet would require Planning Board review, and no struc-

tures could exceed 1,000 feet without a variance from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. All business-related materials 
would be required to remain out of site to abutters, either 
in enclosed structures or elsewhere. 

The board agreed not to put a limit on number of 
allowable hours of operation, or time of operation - but 
the board discussed requiring a minimum of three park- 
ing spots for retail operations. 

In a separate discussion, board member Susan Pe- 
terson gave a brief presentation on Executive Order 525, 
which was enacted by Gov. Deval Patrick nine months 
ago, that require state agencies to review policies and ac- 
tions to determine if they support the implementation of 
a corridor plan, which details plans for rail service form

"If Rochester is to be eligible for state money, 
our zoning plans should be consistent with the Corridor 
plan/' Ms. Peterson said. She reviewed SRPPED's map of 
Rochester that is part of the corridor plan, which desig-

To the Editor: 

At the regularly scheduled June 9 Board of 
Commissioners meeting, the Mattapoisett Housing 
Authority (MHA) declared that residents would not be 
permitted to open sliding glass doors. The maintenance 
man had started bolting the sliders shut from the outside 
until residents complained to the Fire Department and the 
Department of Housing and Community Development. 
The sliders have since been unbolted. But, residents are 
still not permitted to open sliders as has been the policy 
for decades. 

Tenants open the sliders to vent hot air and 
circulate air in hallways. During summer months, 
temperatures reach 105 degrees (F) on the second 
floor with sliding glass doors open. With sliders shut, 
temperatures on the second floor could potentially get as 
hot as the inside of a car that has its windows rolled shut. 
Many tenants with heart and lung problems could suffer 
medical emergencies with the stifling heat. This is a health 
and safety issue. 

When air handling units were installed a couple 
of years ago, the MHA executive director told residents

that hallways would be kept at 70 degrees year round. 
This has not been the case during summer months, as 
these air handling units lack cooling coils. So, on scorching 
summer days, the hot air taken in through the air 
handling unit is distributed throughout the hot hallways. 
Essentially, it is a greenhouse without proper ventilation. 

Another problem, with elderly smokers and 
only one door per apartment, there is an increased risk 
of second hand smoke seeping into hallways and staying 
there when apartment doors are opened. Second hand 
smoke, according to the Surgeon General, is dangerous 
for everyone, particularly people with breathing problems 
and heart conditions. Grandchildren who visit their 
grandparents should not be unwittingly exposed to

Finally, the Mattapoisett Housing Authority 
is a 30-year-old wooden structure composed of long 
hallways that would act as horizontal chimneys should 
a fire break out.

This letter is to explain my reason for refusing a 
position on the Mattapoisett Housing Authority Board of 
Commissioners. I am a resident at Village Court. There 
was a vacancy on the board, and being a civic-minded 
individual and with the encouragement of tenants; I 
campaigned for the position. With many supporters, I ran 
a good honest strong campaign, but lost the most recent 
election. 

Another opportunity came along with the recent 
resignation of a board member - the appointment would 
have been for a year. I submitted enthusiastically a letter 
for consideration at the tenant /board meeting of May 
26, 2011. However, some disquieting events have since 
occurred causing me to reconsider my decision and 
withdraw my name for nomination to the board. 

1. June 2, 2011 the bolting of the sliding glass 
doors from the outside of the maintenance department

hallways with sliding glass doors that were now ordered 
to be shut "immediately and permanently'', and then, 
tenants were threatened with ''eviction'' should they have 
the temerity to open sliders on the second floor.

Bullies Revealed 

By Anne Kakley 

"That's how it 
is. . . That's why everyone 
relates to (Anne Frank). It's 
not because of Nazis, it's 
'cause of the blankets on 
the windows. It's because 
everyone knows about 
feeling alone." - Turner 

White, a student from The Revealers. 

The Revealers by Doug Wilhelm, is the "all- 
read" summer reading selection for Junior High 
students at ORR this year. Each year, the all-read 
seeks to unify the school with an important theme, 
and this year is no different. Through this "all- 
read", the school seeks to shine a light on bullying. 

Three students take a cyber-stance 
against bullying in The Revealers, 
using an in-school "KidNet" to 
study their individual bullying 
experiences, and document school 
bullying at large. Russell, Elliot and 
Catalina are unique, and likable, 
in their own ways. They compare 
themselves to herbivorous dinosaurs, 
constantly protecting themselves from 
mid-sized meat-eating dinosaurs (the 
mean, popular kids) with "slashing 
claws". 

Elliot and Catalina are targets 
because of their transient "geekiness" - 
glasses, gangly physiques and bookish 
interests set them apart. Russell is a little 
more puzzled to find himself suddenly 
on the receiving end of bullying behavior. 
Although he has never engaged in bullying, he also 
seemed to avoid being a target until he talked back 
to a bully one day early in the seventh grade. Now, 
he seems to find himself the victim of a "tyranno" 
named Richie, who refuses to leave him alone. 

When confrontations with their tormentors 
turn increasingly physical, and when complaints 
to school administration fall on deaf ears, Russell, 
Elliot and Catalina use Kid-Net to unite all of the 
kids who are suffering in silence. Together, the trio 
forms the "Bully Lab" to analyze bullying behavior. 
Their experiment leads to an underground 



newspaper called "The Darkland Revealers" (a 
pun on the name of their school. Parkland) and use 
their electronically distributed paper to share true 
stories about bullying. They find out - along with 
the student body - that bullying is a trial for the 
majority of students at some point. Through their 
efforts, they claim to reduce bullying at Parkland 
by "82 percent". 

Russell, Elliot and Catalina learn the truth 
about their tormentors - that bullies feel just as 
isolated as their victims do, perhaps moreso, 
because - why would they resort to such cruel 
measures? This is where The Revealers starts to 
unravel this catchphrase called "bullying" - instead 
of outright vilifying the characters who bully, the 
story attempts to explain them. Richie, the boy who 
mercilessly torments Russell, is clearly abused by 
his father. But there is a shred of redemption there, 
and that redemption comes to light 
when Richie realizes he has a choice to 
not he a. bully. 
The Revealers appeals to every kid 
who has ever felt left out. Anyone 
who has been targeted by bullying 
will tell you it's a very isolating 
experience, but The Revealers 
reminds the reader that they aren't 
alone in that experience. Moreover, 
it shows that bullying doesn't 
have to be the norm - there 
are alternatives to suffering in 
silence. 

Parents, read this book in 
tandem with your kids. The 
Revealers will surprise you 
with its candor, and it will 
throw you into the world in which kids 
are living today. If you thought that you survived 
bullying when you were a kid, well, the game has 
changed. Social networking has made it easier for 
kids to interact without supervision, and it has 
made it more difficult for children to escape their 
tormentors outside of school. 

Thought-provoking, alarming and 
occasionally amusing. The Revealers is a great 
summer read that holds the power to evoke 
positive change. Don't limit this all-read to the 
junior high students - encourage your whole 
family to engage in this story.

Bad Teacher. Starring Cameron Diaz and Justin 
Timberlake. Directed by Jake Kasdan. Running time: 92 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The scariest movie news Fve heard in recent years 
is that Lee Eisenberg and Gene Stupnitsky were said to 
be writing the script for Ghostbusters 3. These gentlemen 
have written fifteen episodes of The Office, and some of 
the better ones, too; but they have also written two of 
the most aridly arrogantly unfunny "comedies'' ever 
to see the light of a projector — 2009' s ghastly Year One, 
and now Bad Teacher. I fear for Ghostbusters 3 (granted, 
a terrible idea to begin with). The men who wrote the 
instant-classic Office episode "Scott's Tots," perhaps the 
most exquisitely uncomfortable comedy segment in 
television history, are obviously not bums. But something 
seems to happen to their brains when they write a movie. 

The one joke here is that Cameron Diaz, as the 
eponymous bad teacher, is foul-mouthed and shallow 
and couldn't care less about building young minds. In 
a way, it's a relief that the script doesn't go the usual 
route of Diaz having a change of heart and becoming a 
good teacher. But the movie offers nothing to replace the 
cliches. Diaz' character, who's in it only to get enough 
money for breast implants, spends half the movie 
trying to seduce substitute teacher Justin Timberlake, 
who she assumes has family money, and trying to ruin 
perky teacher Lucy Punch, whose crime appears to be 
competence in her job and the insight to know that Diaz is 
breaking moral, ethical and legal rules right and left. 

For this. Punch's character is punished from 
beginning to end, first by being named Amy Squirrel, 
then by being cheated on, rubbing a poison-ivy-coated 
apple over her face, being arrested for possessing drugs 
that are actually Diaz', and finally getting transferred to 
another school district to teach at an urban rathole named 
after Malcolm X. That last bit is supposed to be funny, 
I guess: the perky little white teacher is being banished 
to what we presume is a predominantly black school, 
where terrible things are sure to happen to her. Because, 





you know, the kids are black. Does anyone involved with 
this movie even know any black people? If so, were said 
people shown the script, and if so, did that joke fly at all? 

Sure, Diaz' character doesn't undergo some 
cliched redemption, but she doesn't evolve in any other 
way, either. She pretty much stays shallow. Which would 
be fine if it were funny. As it is, the closest she has to an 
awakening is when gym teacher Jason Segal, who has his 
eye on her, points out that Timberlake is an airhead who 
will say anything he thinks his conversation partner will 
agree with. It's a weird time for the movie to come out in 
favor of intellectual integrity. As for Segal, his scenes with 
Diaz feel as though they were tacked on in reshoots. He 
doesn't really interact with anyone else (the "That's all the 
argument I need, Sean!" bit you've seen endlessly in the 
commercials could be lifted whole out of the film with no 
harm done, and all his other scenes with it), and he exists 
only to give Diaz a kinda-sorta happy ending. 

Which she doesn't deserve. She deserves, as 
Punch's character rightly says, jail time. She has helped 
her class cheat on an important test so she can get a $5,000 
check to put towards her implants. She drinks and gets 
high on school property. Again, this could all work if 
it were funny. Diaz, who slouches sullenly through the 
movie as if fulfilling a contractual obligation (or saving 
up for implants), is pitted against Lucy Punch, an unfair 
contest: Despite working with the same dreary script. 
Punch puts her whole physicality into the performance 
and ends up being infinitely more likable by comedic 
default. She'll be in better movies, I hope. As for Diaz, she 
should take a long hard look at Bridesmaids and see how 
a female-centered comedy is supposed to work. Being 
funny, for starters.
